FID 1956 meeting in Stuttgart 


This year’s meeting will be restricted to meetings of the steering 
committees, the Council, the Bureau and the Committee of Ways and Means, 
the Central Classification Committee (in Munich) and the Editorial Board 
for the Review of Documentation. The programme was published in the 
Informations FID 1956 no. 5. 

The meetings will be held in the Technische Hochschule, Hubertstrasse 
16, Stuttgart N. The Editorial Board will meet in the Deutsches Bau- 
zentrum, Silberburgstrasse 119 A, ten minutes from the Technische Hoch- 
schule. 

This year no meetings of study committees are to be held at the 
occasion of the Council meeting. 


Libraries, documentation, archives 


The meeting of FID, IFLA and other specialized organisations in these 
fields, earlier announced for June 1956, will probably be held in Munich on 
August 31, 1956 under the auspices of Unesco.

MEETINGS HELD 


International Federation of the Periodical Press 


Mr. M¢lgaard Hansen attended for FID the 12th Congress of the FIPP 
held in Copenhagen from May 7 to 11, 1956. Copyright and document re- 
production were among the problems discussed. A standing committee was 
appointed to deal with the royalty problems in connection with photo- 
mechanical reproduction of articles from the periodical press. It was gene- 
rally agreed that a time limit should be fixed for the protection yielded by 
the copyright, common to all countries. Most participants at the Congress 
were commercial editors. The Danish Committee is preparing the final 
report of the Conference. 


International Advisory Committee on Bibliography 


Dr. Alexander King represented the FID at the meeting of the Bureau 
of Unesco’s Advisory Committee on Bibliography held in Paris from May 
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24 to 26, 1956. Cultural exchanges between East and West and the retrieval 
conference in 1957 were discussed. 


Fifth Conference of NGO’s 


Mr. P. Poindron represented the FID at the Fifth Conference of In- 
ternational Non-Governmental Organizations approved for consultative 
arrangements with Unesco, held in Paris from June 5-8, 1956. The main 
business of the meeting was to discuss the proposed programme of Unesco 
for 1957-58. In the resolutions adopted by the NGO meeting, emphasis was 
placed on the need for closer co-operation between the national commissions 
of Unesco and the national branches of the non-governmental organizations.

Indonesia 


The Madjelis Ilmu Pengetahuan Indonesia (Council for Sciences of 
Indonesia) has formally been established by Act no. 6, March 8, 1956. The 
same act has ended the existence of the following bodies: a. Organisasi 
Penjelidikan Ilmu Pengetahuan Alam (Organization for Scientific Re- 
search) and b. Natuurwetenschappelijke Raad voor Nederlandsch Indié 
(Council for Natural Sciences of the Netherlands Indies). All the tasks and 
competences of these bodies have been transferred to the Madjelis Ilmu 
Pengetahuan Indonesia, which from now on also acts as national commit- 
tee for FID in Indonesia. The adress remains the same: Medan Merdeka 
Selatan 11 pav., Djakarta.

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FID STUDY COMMITTEES 


FID/C 65 ’Organisation des entreprises’ 


Le Comité de Rédaction a tenu sa 4eme réunion a La Haye du 14 au 
16 juin, 1956, pour terminer la préparation de l’inventaire trilingue des 
notions principales de l’organisation. Ce document sera soumis aux comités 
nationaux de l’Agence Européenne de Productivité, qui a subventionné le 
travail, et aux comités nationaux de la FID en vue de recueillir les obser- 
vations des utilisateurs. (Le document sera distribué par le Secrétariat 
Général de la FID en juillet 1956). Il est important de remarquer que le 
présent travail et son indexation ne constituent qu’un travail préparatoire, 
qui ne doit pas étre utilisé pour la classification. La phase finale du travail 
du Comité sera la codification décimale avec intégration dans la CDU, 
classe 65, en collaboration avec les experts de la notation décimale et en 
conformité avec les régles et la procédure pour la révision de la CDU.

Library and documentation periodicals 


A tentative listing of about 275 periodicals on librarianship and docu- 
mentation published in 50 countries has been published as FID publ. 295, 
June 1956, 6,— Dutch guilders. The list indicates whether a periodical is 
indexed by one of the 7 major indexing services. The list may constitute a 
valuable check of your subscription or exchange relations. 


Document reproduction 


New processes and apparatus for the reproduction of documents are 
regularly announced in the Supplements to our "Manual on Document 
Reproduction and Selection’ (FID publ. 264, 1953). Supplements were 
published in 1954 and 1955 (9,60 Dutch guilders per year). The 1956 
Supplement will appear this summer. In addition to lists of recent appa- 
ratus and literature, it will contain a chapter on the new ’Electrofax’ 
process utilizing a photoconductive coating comprising a zinc-oxide pig- 
ment coated on a paper base.

Beginning with vol. 28 (1956) Arhiv za kemiju, the periodical of the 
Croatian Chemica! Society, 19 Marulicev trg, Zagreb 2, Jugoslavia, changed 
its title into Croatica Chemica Acta. The periodical which uses the UDC 
for its articles and abstracts (printed for cutting into cards) is listed in 
FID publ.

Abridged Building Classification 

The manuscript of the Norwegian text of the Abridged Building Clas- 
sification (ABC) of which the English text, 2nd edition, appeared in 1955 
(FID publ. 261) has now been completed. The Norwegian edition (FID publ. 
287) will shortly be available from the Bouwcentrum, Rotterdam, Weena 
700. The Danish, Dutch, French, Spanish and Swedish editions are nearing 
completion. Of these editions the Norwegian and French manuscripts are 
already submitted to the Central Classification Committee of FID. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Working party on classification 

At the request of FID, its British member body, Aslib, studies the 
possibility of organizing an international residential working party, of 
about a week’s duration, in the middle of 1957, to consider in what directions 
the future study of classification is likely to be most fruitful. The number 
of participants will be limited to about forty persons, of whom approximately 
one half may be British.
